This, 
doubtless, explains Lord Goschen’s retention 
of the chairmanship of these foreign-controlled 
companies, Mr, William H. Brown is, it is 
understood, also retaining his seat on both 
hoards at the request of the original British 
shareholders, of whom he was one, as, other- 
wise, these would be entirely without repre- 
sentation.”

American Lacrosse: Visit 


The Lacrosse players are getting into 
action early with a match against the 
American touring team at Lansdowne 
road to-morrow—before their hockey 
sisters have even had their first practice.

Much help, he said, could be derived from 
purely medical treatments, but it was ‘only 
help : these treatments never cured.

These institutions, even in a large country, 
necessarily were very few, because they were 
too expensive, though even in countries like 
France, Sweden, and the United States of 
America especially, they were the best means 
of giving to cancer patients sufficient hope of 
recovery. 

These institutions were obtaining good 
results when smaller institutions were not 
succeeding so well, and it was better that 
every country that tackled cancer—the 
greatest medical problem of our times—should 
concentrate resources on one institute in a 
university centre, to profit from the already 
available resources of that university, and to 
send to that centre all the patients in a 


As medical officer of the district for many

Political quarters in Rome, says a 
Reuter telegram, hold out no hope of a 
compromise solution of the Abyssinian 
problem being reached by Italy being 
given a Franco-British guarantee of her 
Brenner frontier, as suggested in one or 
two Geneva reports. Such a suggestion is 
discounted on two grounds :—

ARMY’S REMARKABLE 
DISPLAY

ICTURE pages from Ireland's history 
book came to life last night at Balls- 
bridge when the Free State Army presented 
its Tattoo to the public, 
Rain early in the evening threatened, as 
I heard someone remark, to turn the 
affair into something more like naval 
manoeuvres; but fortunately it stopped 
just after the Tattoo got under way. Big 
clouds were gathering on the mountains 
behind the square tower of a church in 
Anglesea road, while the swinging beams 
of four searchlights seemed to bore tunnels 
of light into the lowering sky when the 
first of the Army bands marched on to the 
arena, 
Down swung the searchlights to pick up 
the blue and gold uniforms of the bands 
men, and then the green and saffron of 


marched, 


ANCIENT AND MODERN 


Then came some pages from the history 
books. Red. Branch ey, SC of Ulster, 
the Fianna Eireann (Íreand's. first 
Regular Army), and so down through the 
centuries came the armies of the country, 
until the Army of to-day passed in review 
‘before the stands packed with peor 
Mr. Frank Aiken (Minister for Defence), 
the Vice-President of the Executive 
Council ; sevéral other Executive Ministers, 
dozens of members of the Dail and Senate, 
together with representatives’of the Diplo- 
matic and Consular Corps, were among 
the watching crowd. But there was one 
man whose eyes were the most critical of 
all the thousands that watched the 
spectacle; he was the Army’s Chief of 
Staff, Major-General Michael Brennan, 
and he must have realised before the two- 
and-a-half-hour performance was over that 
the men he commands had presented some- 
thing really worth seeing. 

Two more pages from the history books 
showed us Sarsfield’s famous ride to Bally- 
neety (1690) and the siege of the General 
Post Office in 1916. There was a real dash 
about Sarsfield’s raid on the siege train; 
in fact military tacticians—and I do not 
mean the people who tried to sound as if 
they knew all about it, and just had to sit 
behind me last night—regard it as a great 
piece of cavalry work; the troops taking 
part in its reproduction put just the right 
amount of spirit into the thing. 


EASTER, 1916 


Easter, 1916—most of us remember those 
days and might tend to be a little critical 
of its presentation, but it seemed very real 
again last night, even to that red glow 
creeping up into the sky as the building 
was fired. 

Historical spectacle is all very well, but 
the taxpayers rather like to see what the 
Army for which they are paying is doing. 
Well, they get a good idea of the work of 
the modern Army at work in the display 
of infantry drill, which concludes with a 
double square of men, in total darkness, 
firing a few de joie. Cavalry,. perfectly 
drilled, presented a musical ride, and 
then, for the first time, the general public 
had an opportunity of seeing what Sokol 
drill is hke. 

Nearly three hundred men took part 
in this display, and the perfect rhythm of 
their movements must have impressed 
itself on many of the spectators, who, in 
the days gone by, “ suffered”? on an 
ordinary “ P.T.’’ course. 
Figure-marching with coloured lights 
formed a pretty item late in the evening, 
and after the marching came the forma- 
tion of a soldier’s button badge, the Free 
State flag, and then a sunburst around 
the figure of Eire, with the aris repre- 
sented at her feet, as the whole cast of the 
Tattoo rallies around the tricolour. 

And so, with the General Salute and the 
‘‘ Soldier’s Song,” the programme came 
to an end. The show is really worth 
seeing, but it is definitely advisable to 
take a heavy overcoat and a rug if one 
desires to enjoy the Tattoo in comfort.

NEED FOR MORE 
ATTENDANTS

UCH interest was aroused in Dublin's 
artistic circles yesterday by the sug- 
gestion in a leading article in the Iris 
Times that conditions in the Charlemont 
House Municipal Art Gallery were open to 
criticism. This view was endorsed by a 
well-known expert on painting who was 
interviewed yesterday by an Irish Times 
reporter. 

“ There is no doubt,” he said, “ that a 
Lurcat picture was damaged seriously some 
time ago. It was locked up in one of the 
side: rooms at the Gallery when I visited 
Charlemont House a few months ago, and. 
so far as I could gather, no steps had 
been taken to have it repaired. Locked up 
in another room was a number of pictures 
that had been presented recently to the 
Gallery, and no move had been made to 
hang them in the public rooms. There are 
only three attendants at Charlemont 
House, and, riggs “ they close the 


the pipers, as they marched and counter- | upper rooms (in which drawings and 


water colours are kept) during the one 
night in the week when the Wallery is 
open to the public, these three men are 
not sufficient to cope with the hooligans 
who persist in giving annoyance on that 
night, pawing the exhibits, actually 
spitting. on those pictures of which they 
disapprove, and making obscene remarks 
about anything . that could conceivably 
rovide a source of offence. It is some 
ittle time now since I was there,” he 
went on, “ but on that occasion I noticed 
that many of the paintings hung on the 
north walls—Sargent’s portrait of Sir 
Hugh Lane, Lavery’s ‘‘ Dame aux Perles,”’ 
Hone’s “ Donegal Coast,’. for example, 
have been very badly cracked by the sun. 
Surely blinds ought to be provided in the 
Gallery during the summer months. The 
Lureat picture, by the way, was not 
damaged at night, but during the luncheon 
hour, when there were only two attendants 
in the Gallery, and they had to try to 
keep an eye on the rooms upstairs as well 
as on those on the ground floor. Obviously 
this was impossible, particularly when we 
have a public that does not seem to want 
to help. Furthermore, the attendant who 
accompanied me through the Gallery was 
not in uniform, and there was nothing to 
suggest to the visiting public that there 
was anybody in authority in the place.”’ 


SLASHED WITH KNIFE 

Alderman Thomas Kelly, J.D., Chair- 
man of the Corporation Committee having 
charge of the Gallery, said yesterday that 
he was not aware of damage having been 
done recently to works of art in the 
Municipal Gallery. Two months ago a 
picture presented by the Friends of Art 
Society had been slashed with a knife. He 
did not know the subject of the picture, 
but thought it was a French one. He had 
not heard of any other pictures being 
injured. 

Asked if a picture of the nude had been 
damaged, Mr, Kelly said: ‘‘ There had 
been only one nude picture in the Gallery, 
and that had been taken out.” He did 
not know how it got in. It was brought 
from the old Gallery. where it was hung 
high up. It was a picture of a naked 
woman surrounded by little men, two of 
whom she held in her hands. He thought 


' it rather voluptuous, but it was not in 


Charlemont House now. 

The trouble they had at the Gallery was 
with unruly young people who came there. 
They had not done any harm as far as 
he knew, but there were not enough 
attendants to look after them. They 
wanted more attendants at the Gallery. 

Asked if questions had been raised as to 
the lighting and colouring of the Gallery 
and the hanging of the pictures, Mr. 
Kelly said that ‘‘ some art people ' had 
complained of matters of that kind, and 
that he understood that a re-arrangement 
of pictures was to be made, 


GLASS 


Mr. Jack B. Yeats, R.H.A., said that 
he had read the article in the Trish Times, 
and had himself heard of such complaints. 
With a half-smile he said: ‘‘ Even if 
there are people who do scratch pictures, 
it is better to have a scratching interest 
than to have no interest at all in them.

berg, cannot merely dismiss it with 
the words, ‘madness’ or ‘ medizval 
barbarism,’ ” says Karl Radek, the well- 
known Soviet commentator, in to-day’s 
Izvestias 

“ He must ask himself why Germany 
became a gutter where turbid torrents from 
all the cesspools of humanity gather.” 

M. Radek goes on to discuss the serious 
struggle among the leaders of Germany 
themselves, the lack of raw materials, the 
serious food difficulties, increasing prices, 
and reduction of wages in Germany. 

“ Refusing to take steps towards in- 
ternal reconciliation,’’ he writes, ‘‘ Hitler 
had to open certain safety valves. He 
learned his political strategy from the 
Russian pogrom-makers, and in his search 
for a temporary outlet he turns over the 
Jews to be driven into ghettos for torture 
and ruin. But the principal outlet is war. 
Tanks, aeroplanes and artillery flowed 
through the streets of Nuremberg while 
Hitler swore that he desired peace. 


MEMEL 


“ These peaceful gestures are caused by 
the fact that he is not yet ready for war. 
But he considers that Germany’s re-arming 
has advanced so much that it is already 
possible to threaten. Therefore, speaking 
about the Memel question, he called upon 
the League to act quickly before events 
should take a turn which ‘ everybody 
would regret.’ 

“Thus did Hitler raise the curtain, 
showing that he can move troops nearer to 
Soviet Russia. The struggle against the 
Soviet has become the centre of the whole 
moral mobilisation of the German petty- 
bourgeoisie, and in this lies the only 
foreign-political meaning of the Nurem- 
berg frenzy. 

“In face of all these threats the Soviet 
public preserves absolute calm. The prin- 
cipal aim of German Fascism was the 
isolation of the Soviet Union, but the 
Soviet now possesses more friends in the 
world than ever before. The hearts of 
toilers in the capitalist countries, of 
colonial peasantry and of honest intel- 
lectuals are drawn towards it. 


HITLER NERVOUS 


“More than that, many bourgeois 
States understand that the Soviet stands 
for peace and German Fascism ; for war, 
not only against Russia, but also against 
everybody whom Hitler can call Asiatics, 
Negroids or Jews. That Hitler will not 
be successful in creating a united front 
against the Soviet he himself knows al- 
ready, and, therefore, he is nervous.” 

yy SA Moscow's policy of peace 
with the Nuremberg policy of war and 
hatred, Radek writes: “' We know our 
policy will win, and that the great Ger- 
man people will be with us and not with 
Hitler. The German Fascists themselves 
realise this in their heart of hearts, and, 
therefore, they make a show of courage 
Let them yell; they wall 
overstrain their voices. We are takin 
care not to permit them tu push the world 
into the abyss of a new war. The Soviet 
will work calmly on these lines, however 
much the Hitlers, the Rosenbergs, the 
Goebbels and the others, whose collective 
name is the nothingness of a perishing 
world, may yell.”’ 


EXPORTS UP 


GERMANY’S ADVERSE 
- BALANCE

Germany’s foreign trade in August 
resulted in an excess of 50,000,000 marks 
(£4,000,000) of exports over imports, 
as compared with 29,000,000 marks 
(£1,672,000) in July. 

In spite of the favourable trade balance 
of the last two months, the total figures 
for this year show so far an adverse 
balance of 86,000,000 marks (£6,880,000). 

The improvement in the August trade 
balance compared with July is to a large 
extent due to a further restriction of 
imports. Economic circles are somewhat 
alarmed at this state of affairs, which, 
they say, cannot be continued for long if 
Germany is not to suffer from lack of raw 
materials. 

European countries were most affected 
by the drop of German imports, including 
Great Britain, which Meg less fish oil, 
dressed wool and textiles to Germeny than 
previously. Wool imports from South 
Africa were also again on the decrease. On 
the other hand, Germar exports to Great 
Britain have risen.

HREE members of the crew of a Dutch

On returning to 
the harbour the men found the sea so 
rough that they decided to leave the two 
women in Courtown. 

Stepping into their small boat they 
pulled out towards the vessel, but had 
got scarcely two hundred yards outside the 
harbour when their boat was upset and 
they had to swim ashore. 


LIFEBOAT’S SEARCH 


The men then came to the conclusion 
that the best thing to do would be to get 
in touch with the lifeboat authorities in 
Arklow, and, having got a motor car, they 
drove to Arklow, and, with the three of 
them on board the Arklow lifeboat, went 
to Courtown in search of the Ransen. 

Meanwhile the Ransen, with the captain 
and his two children and the steward on 
board, had been driven further out to sea, 
so that the lifeboat spent hours in search- 
ing for it, and it was not until three 
o'clock yesterday morning when the life- 
boat located it and put the three members 
of the Ransen aboard their own vessel. 

Then Ransen then came into Arklow, 
the captain having made arrangements for 
the two women to be brought there also, 
and when they arrived the lifeboat com- 
pleted its mission of bringing them out to 
the Ransen, which was in the bay. 


MAIL BOATS IN BIG 
SEAS 


TWO MEN INJURED ON 
CORK BOAT

WATERFORD, Tuesday. 


The mail boat, s.s. Great Western, 
delayed by heavy seas and a head-on gale 
in the Channel, did not arrive in Water- 
ford port from Fishguard this morning 
until two hours after schedule time. 

The master of the ship, Captain Row, in 
an interview, stated that the night was one 
of the worst he had experienced in the 
course of his career. The rain, he said, 
came down in torrents, and the gale, which 
amounted almost to a hurricane, blew 
without cessation all night. Wireless 
messages, he said, indicated that many 
ships were in trouble in the Channel. 

One of the ships to which he specifically 
referred was the s.s. Kenmare, of Cork. 
So badly buffeted was she, he said, that 
two of her crew were badly injured. He 
received a message to that effect, and 
warned Dunmore, where the men were 
eventually landed from the Kenmare, for 
medical attention. He was very proud, he 
said, of the way the Great Western behaved 
under the trying circumstances. It was a 
very good test of her, and she stood it 


remarkably well. 


FISHING BOATS BLOWN 
AWAY

ROSSLARE HARBOUR, Tuesday. 


A fierce southerly gale created the 
highest tide for twenty years at Rosslare 
Harbour last night. 

Exciting scenes occurred on the beach 
when seven fishing boats went adrift, and 
‘were only saved from destruction by a 
number of volunteers, who, waist-deep in 
water, hauled them to safety. Vivid 
lightning accompanied the storm. 

Steamers at Rosslare Pier burst their 
moorings, and their crews were aroused 
after midnight to secure them. 

Owing to the railway being flooded at 
Dungarvan, the Cork-Rosslare boat express 
arrived 14 hours late. The mail boat St. 
Andrew arrived at Rosslare from Fish- 
guard to-day nearly two hours late, after 
a terrific battle with high seas. ‘Train 
services were consequently disorganised. 

Considerable anxiety was felt for the 
safety of a three-masted auxiliary schooner 
in Rosslare Bay. It was feared that she 
would be driven ashore, and she was under 
close observation by the lifeboat crew.

The first case under the new Dance Hall 


Act came before District Justice Walsh at 
Carndonagh, when Wilham Gull, spirit grocer, 
Cleagch. Clonmany, was prosecuted for allow- 
ing a barn, or granary, his property, to be 
used for public dancing, without having a 
dance hall licence. There were also four 
summonses against him under the Spirit 
Licensing Act. and six men said to have been 
found consuming intoxicating liquor on the 
Premises, were also charged. 


Che case was a sequel to what Mr. 
O'Doherty, solicitor for the defence, de- 
scr'bed as rejoicings to mark the home- 
coming of two of the defendant’s seven 
daughters, who had been away from home for 
a: considerable time. The sisters, said Mr 
©’ Doherty, arranged the celebrations, and in- 
' vited friends and neighbours to dance in the 


barn. No fee was charged for admission, 
and he contended that it was not a public 
danee within the meaning of the Act. If 
the definition of a public dance in the Act 
was to be interpreted literally, it would have 
to mean that this was a dance open to the 
whole world, without restriction of any kind. 

Superintendent Murphy, Clonmany, gtated 
that when he visited the defendant’s premises 


on Sunday night, 11th August, he found 
about 170 persons dancing in the barn, to 


the. music of a melodeon. The hall was 
packed to the door, and there were’ people 
outside. here was traftic between the dance 
and Gill's premises and backdoor. 

The Justice said that this was the sort of 
undisciplined gathering which the Act was 
aniended to deal with. The definition in the 
Act must be interpreted reasonably, and with 
commonsense, and accordingly, he would take 
a lenient view, and make the fine only ten 
shillings. 

On the defendant’s pleading guilty to ex- 
posing intoxicating liquor for sale, the other 
charges were withdrawn. and a fine of £1 
with endorsement of the licence was imposed, 

Four of the men found on the premises 
were fined each 5s., the cases against the 
others being dismissed. 

The Justice said that the dance hall case had 
mude legal history, and he would like to have 
the High Court interpretation of the legal 
definition of a public dance.

PRICELESS OBJECTS 
UNPACKED 


—-$— 


Priceless possessions which have never be- 
fore left China were secretly, almost 
reverently, unpacked at the Royal Academy, 
London, yesterday. They will be seen at the 
International Exhibition of Chinese Art in 
November next. Four Chinese museum ex- 
perts, who packed the sealed boxes in China, 
handled a hundred treasures’ yesterday. 
Theirs was the work of ‘loving hands, and 
not one of the treasures was hurt.’ '“Nothing 
has been damaged,”’ a reporter was told at 
the Academy last night. 

There are ninety-six boxes of sealed 
treasures, and every article was encased in a 
silk-lined container. 

Only a few famous connoisseurs of art were 
permitted- to watch the ceremony .of unpack- 
ing. The first case openr 3 contained ‘magnifi- 
cent Shang Yin bronzes, nearly 4,000 years 
old. One of the articles unpacked was a bell 
which’ first rang in the ears of the illustrious 
ancestors of China 2,500 years ago. -“ This 
bell, which was heard by men years be- 
fore the Christian era, now stands within the 
sound of the motor horns of modern Picca- 
dilly. It first belonged to the Duke of Jui, a 
contemporary of Confucius.

w or upon every vehicle there shall be 


carried, in such a position as to be im- 
mediately available for use, suitable and 
efficient apparatus for extinguishing fires; 
und in or upon every omnibus upon which one 
shilling or more is charged as fare for 
single journey, and upon every char-a-banc 
there shall be carried a suitable receptacle 
containing first-aid dressings cnd appliances, 
These are among the regulations laid down 
by the Minister tor Locai Government and 
Public Health under the Road Traffic Act, 
i933, for Jarge public service vehicles. 
Under these regulations the over-all length 
of a four-wheeled double-deck vehicle shall 
not exceed 26 feet. - No single-deck vehicle 
shall. exceed 10 feet 6 inches in height, and 
n>» double-deck vehicle more than 16 feet 


“in height. 


Where a vehicie is four-wheeled, the sum 
of the weizhts transmitted to the road surface 
by all wheels shall not exceed 104 tons in 
case of a double-decker, or 9 tons in case of 
a single-deck vehicle. In case of a vehicle 
with more than four wheeis, the weight trans- 
mitted shall not be more than 12} tons, 

No vehicle shall be so constructed that 
when complete and fully equipped for service 
with a full supply of water, oil and fuel, and 
loaded with weights of 140lbs. per person, it 
infringes the provisions of the laden weight. 

For purposes of stability a vehicle shall 
be deemed to satisfy the special conditions 
if, when the vehicle is resting on a plane 
surface which is tilted to. either side at an 
angle of 35 degrees from the horizontal, the 
vehicle does not overturn in any condition of 
road. Every vehicle must be capable of 
turning in either direction in a circle not 
exceeding 60 feet in diameter for a vehicle 
not exceeding 26 feet, and 60 feet for 
vehaicle over 26 feet in length. 

The distance between the centre lines of tho 
wheel tracks of the front wheels and also the 
tracks of the rear wheels shall not in either 
case he less than 72 per cent. of the over- 
all width of a double-decker or 69 per cent. 
of the width of a single-decker. If the wheels 
on either side of the vehicle have a clear 
space of more than 2 feet between the nearest 
points a guard rail or similar device must 
be fixed to within 9 inches of the ground. “ In 
the case of an omnibus, no part of the vehicle 
other than the driving mirror or direction 
indicator shall project laterally more than 6 
inches. 


BRAKES TO ACT DIRECTLY 
Al brakes required to be fitted shall act 
directly on the wheel of the vehicle and not. 
through the transmission gear. 

The steering mechanism shall be so con- 
structed or arranged that no overlock shall be 
possible, and that wheels shall not in any 
cireumstances foul the vehicle. 

Every vehicle shall be fitted with. pneumatic 
tyres. 

No fuel tank shall be placed under any part of 
any gangway which is within 2 feet of any 
entrance or exit of a vehicle. 

Fuel tanks shall be so placed that no over- 
flow therefrom can fall — any woodwork or 

ikely to be ignited. 
A cock shali be provided whereby the supply 
of fuel to the carburetter may be immediately 
cut off and the handle be visible and easily 
accessible at all times from outside the vehicle. 
The filling point of all fuel tanks shall be 
outside the body of the vehicle. The petrol 
tank shall not be filled nor any filler cap 
be removed while the engine is running. The 
exhaust pipe shall not be fixed in such a position 
that oil or any vaporisable or inflammable 
material is likely to be dropped upon it; the 
outlet of the exhaust shall be placed on the 
off-side and far enough to the rear to prevent, 
so far as practicable, fumes from entering 
the vehicle, 

All wires carrying electric current shall be 
adequately insulated, and shall be so placed 
that the insulation will not be damaged by 
friction or otherwise. 


SEATING AND LIGHTING 

There are also regulations governing al! 
moving parts, and the vehicle body, the 
height of the sides, the length of the plat- 
form, the area of steps, etc. One notes that 
sixteen linear inches is the width allowed for 
sitting accommodation for each adult.
